It is in the large cities of « country thet 
this kind of knowledge must always begin, from 
the necess:ty of the case; tor in euch large col 
lections of people only, can general sotelligence 
be extensively circulated. As to the masses of 
the people in Russia, however, they are net yet 
fit for aay thing like political freedom, although

A Singular § Storp. 
SINGULAR INCIDENT IN THE 


LIFE OF MADLLE. CLAIRON. 

The occurrence related in the letter which we 
are about to quote, ise remarkable instance of 
these alleged supervatare! visitations which it 
has been found se difficult te explain and account 
for. It does net appear to have been known to 
Seott, Brewster, or any other English writer 
whe has collected and endeavored to expound 
these ghostly phenomena. 

Clairon was the greatest tragedian that ever 
appeared on the French stage; holding on it « 
supremacy similar te that of Siddons on our own. 
She was a women of powerful intellect, and had 
the merit of effecting a complete revolution im 
the French school of tragic acting ; substituted 

easy, varied, and natural delivery for the 
saitend and monotonous ceclamation which had 
till then prevailed, and being the fret te consult 
classic taste and riety of costume. Her 
mind was cultivated by habits of intimacy with 
the most distinguished men of ber day; and she 
was one of the most brillant ornaments of those 
literary circles which the contemporary memoir 
writers describe in such glowing colors. in an 
age of corruption, unparalleled in modern times, 
Mademowelle Clairon was not proof ageinst the 
temptations to which her position expesed her. 
But a lofty spirit, and some religious principles, 
which she retained amidst a generation of inf- 
dels and scoffers, saved ber trom degrading vices, 
and enabled ber to spend an old age protracted 
beyond the usual pernod of human life, in respec- 
tabuity and boner. 

She died m 1803, at the age of eighty. She 
was nearly seventy when the following letter 
was written.

DIRECTIONS FOR CUTTING, 
WHITENING, AND LEARNING TO BRAID STRAW. 


Cat rye near de geet eurée — yh 1 
the milk; tie it in small bundies, cut off 
heads, then dip it in boiling water; (if eat os 
not dip it, peur boiling water over it, though dip- 
ping is best,) dry it in the sun thoroughly, te- 
king it im at night, so that no dew falis upon it. 
Cot oat that part of the straw that is under the 
husk, and tie it im small bundles to make fine 
braid fer nice boanets. For coarse bate, the 
whole length between the joints may be taken 
and used. 

Te bleach of whiten straw :—Take « barrel 
with one heed out; teke the bundles of straw 
you have cut, wet them with soap suds; tie them 
im the barrel as near the head that remains ia es 
you can. Diga hole in the ground, e few inches 
deep, a little larger than the barrel, put some 
ashes in the middle of the bole, then heat some 
iron vessel, and put some coals upon the ashes, 
‘and put the hot iron vessel upon the coals. Put 
into the iron vessel two ounces of sulphur (or 
brimstone) for every pound of straw. Set the 
barrel with the straw in it over the iron vessel, 
and heap up some dirt around it to make it tight. 
Let it remain all night, and if it is not as white 
as you want it, repeat the operation, taking care 
to wet the straw every time you smoke it, or 
the smoking will do no good. Oddi straw, Leg- 
horn, or palm leaf hats or bonnets, may be whi- 
tened in this way, if they are thorough! washed 
with a brush or sponge and soep-suds, 
smoking. Straw must ays be wet when it 
is braided, to prevent its breaking. An ingemous 
person can learn to braid or plait straw by ta- 
king a piece of old braid, and wet it, and pick it 
to pieces, and then braid it again. Short pieces 
of braid may be obtained at the bonnet mak: 
As the straw will soon be large enough to cut, | 
hope every person who bas a family of children 
will procure some straw and try it. | heave 
bead of children who earned their clothes, when 
four years old, braiding straw. -
